PARALYZE INDUSTRIES 


Country Threatened With Most 
Serious Industrial Struggle 
in Its History 


LONDON, Sept. 21-—tBy Associat- 
ed Press.)—Failing an eleventh hou} 
development, virtually every coal mine 
in the United Kingdom will be idle 
next Monday, a meeting of the dele- 
gates from all districts having this 
afternoon accepted the report of the 
executive committee of the Federa- 
tion to the effect that nothing had 
deen achieved by the negotiations to 
present a strike. The delegates who 
number nearly 200 also endorsed’ the 
proposals which the executive made 
to Sir Robert Horne, president of the | 
board of trade. 
| The next move, therefore, appears 
to be with the cabinet, which met to-) 
day to receive Sir (Robert (Horne’s 
report on his conference with the 
miners’ committee. It ds considered 

ossible that the cabinet may reverse 
he decision of the president of the | 
board of trade that the question of 

n inerease of two shillings demanded 
hhy the miners, on which the negotia- | 
itions broke down, must be rete rred | 
it o an independent tribunal. 

\ Cabinet One on Issue, 

As the minister had frequently con 
ulted with his colleagues during the 
th conference, however, it is generally 
selleved that they agree with him, 

It is unlikely that the miherg will 
give way on their demands for an 
Immediate increase of two shillings, 
Wfor, from what can be gathered from 
the meeting of the miners’ delegates 
today, they were not too pleased at the 
action of the executive in dropping 
jtheir damand for a reduction in tthe 
pprice of domestic coal. It is true that 
a few delegates were opposed ito going 
ito the length of striking, in view of 
(public feeling against it, and ‘there 
‘was a considerable minority voted 
}egainst the strike. But the majority 
favored. forcing their demands by this 
imeana. 

Would Paralyze Industries. 

A coal strike would tn a very short 
ime paralyze the industries of the 
country, but possibly this would ensue 
even before the {factories were out of 
fuel, as the transport workers, who, 
with the miners and railwaymen, form 
the Triple Alliance, the most power- 
ful trade unionist onganization in the 
country, at a meeting today endorsed 
the action of the miners’ executive 
and instructed their executives to rec- 
ommend any action tt deamed neces- 
sary. The National Union of Rail- 
wayment also met, but no statement 
was issued. There will be a meeting 
of the Triple Alliance itself tomor- 
row to consider tthe situation 

Industrial Situation Serious, { 

Even without the miners’ strike, the 
fndustrial situation {s serious, Unem- 
ployment has largely increased fin the 
month, due to many of the woolen 
and cotton mills ang hoot factories 
working part time and the cutting 
down of the gtaffs at shipyards, and 
automoblie works as a result of the 
falling off or orders and the ffeeling 
among employers in other industries 
that owing to the decreased outptit 
they unable to pay the present 
rate of wages. 

Threatened With Lockout.

tection ae well 

Pulse to Teachings of Past

principles. If protection is right, then 
the latter tariff should be adopted. In 
the opinion of the government, protec 
}tlon for this country is right and in 
deed, essential and tae adoption of 
any other principle would be false to

Men Make Daylight’ Raid on 


Barrows, Manitoba, a Few Miles Foom Boundary—A 
Posse Was Organized, and Shooting Took Place While 


Giving Chase. 


Regina, Sept. 21. — Nine 
members of a provincial police 
posse organized at Roscoe, 
Sask, about 250 miles. north- 
east of here, on the 0. N. R. 
line, are injured, following a 
running gun fight with five 
bandits, who raided the Red 
Deer Lumber camp at Bar- 
rows, Mah., Sunday, and rob- 
bed the workmen in broad day- 
‘light. 

Barrows, the scene cf the 
robbery, is onthe shore of the 
Red Deer Lake, only a few 
miles from the Saskatchewan 
boundary. The highwaymen, 
according to a wire to provin- 
cial police offices here, crossed 
into Saskatchewan. Constable 
Ives, of the Saskatchewan po- 
ce, immediately organized 
the posse from among civilians, 
and gave chase, They met the 
robbers a short distance out- 
side of Roscoe, and exchanged 
shots. The extent of the in- 
juries of the wounded men is 
not yet known. 

Prince Albert, Sask., Sept. 
21—A posse of provincial po- 
lice and railway men last even- 
ing shout five. o’clock,. near 
Roscoe, on the C. N. R., 180 
miles east of this city, ex- 
changed thirty shots with five 
bandits, who, on Sunday, are 
said to have held up and rob-

The case for the crown in the seditl- 
ous conspiracy charge against A. F. A. 
Coyne, was closed Tuesday afternoon 
after about a dozen witnesses had 
given thelr testimony regarding the 


revolutionary tendencies of the ac- 
cused in tthe fall of 1918. The court 
adjourned the trial till Thursday 


morning upon, the application of the 
accused, who haa asked for time to 
plan his cross-examination of one of 
the important ‘witnesses for the crown. 

On the plea that he was not a solic!- 
tor but compelled for good a ees 04 
defend himself Coyne asked for the 
adjournment and the jury wns quite 
willing that it should be granted, his 
lordship (Mr, Justice Simmons, while 
atating that it was not customary, 
agreed tc it, and Crown Prosecutor 
Woods eald he was quite pleased to 
do whatever the judge and jury dec!d- 
ed upon. Mr, Coyne indicated that 
he would call his witnesses Thursday 
and stated that he mould not waste 
the time of the jury for very long. 
His lordehip then charged the fury to 
keep their own counsel and adjourned 
the court til] Thursday at 19 o'clock. 

At the Tuesday afternoon session 
Coyne continued his cross-examina- 
tion of (Fred Dickau who sald that 
when drilling operations began in the 
fall of 1918 at accured’s oj] twell in 
the north country the British, not 
the Genman and not the Red flag was 
hoiste? and that British” patriotiam 
wag in evidence, Witnéss admitted 
that there haq been suspicions direct- 
ed against himself in reference to his 
own (pro-Greman sentiments. 

“Tg anyone gets killed in Canada for 
starting a revolution I (will be the first 
to dic,” was the statement attributed 
to A. F, A. Coyne, by John Fischer of 
Ponoka under oath, He further 
stated that Coyne sald he had men in 
Rursia studying Bolshevism and that 
he had plans for the taking of the 
city of Edmonton, He would be 
backed by returned men and all he 
needed was leaders for them. 

“Are you a patriotic Canadian or 
a German?” asked Mr, Coyne of this 
witness, *T am @ German citizen.” 
This was about all naked of this wit- 
ness by the accused. 

‘The Trotsky of Canada and the 
leader of revolution,” was the way 
Coyne (put his (position to Sam Dickau 
according to the latters statement fbe- 
fore judge and jury Tuesday after- 
noon in his evidence for the crown. 
Accused had came to his place near 
Ponoka talking revolution and tried 
to get a Iine on the farmers as to 
how they would ‘feel towards it. He 
Wag told iby witness that farmers were 
content and mwould not countenance 
@ revolt, He dndicated that accused 
had talked about ofl and about pistols 
he had ordered, Witness sald in 
cross examination ¢hat it was pretty 
hard to believe that Coyne meant all 
hoe said, that he had remained loyal 
to king and country and that nothing 
that Coyne had said or could say 
would ever make him become a re- 
volutionist, Coyne had not asked 
him to join an army of “reds.” Fur- 
ther he understood that the march on 
the parliament bulKiings was for no 
other purpose than to demand the 
right to sell of] shares in the pro- 
vince. 

The crown closed its case with the 
testimony of Munro Hunter fonmer 
manager of the Hingston Smith Arms 
company, ¢rom whom Coyne was al- 
leged to have purchased a consider- 
able quantity of rifles at the time 
when under euapicion of sedition. 

“TI had no omer for arms,” ‘was 
Munro's reply to the question of crown 
prosecutor, Woods, ang then went on 
to say that he had sold Coyne belts, 
revolver holtzers, shell bags and am- 
unition but there was nothing suspici- 
ous about that, he thought. He also 
told the court that Coyne’s egecretary, 
Mr. Stebbings, had inquired about a 
32 special rifle and had wanted one 
and indicated that he might need sev- 
eral. No, there was nothing Steb- 
bing’e said that led witness to believe 
that the rifles were to fhe used for 
improper [punposes, 

Mr. Coyne in cross examining this 
witndss brought out the evidence that 
he had been about to equip a geologi- 
cal survey ipanty for the north country 
in the fall of 1918 and that the equip- 
ment, such es revolvers and amuni- 
tion, were for the use of the meninea 
commercial way. Witness had mever 
heard Coyne talk against king nor for 
revolution and British flags ‘were 
amongst his purchases from him. 

Accused ‘will enter upon his defence 
Thursiay morning and according to 
present indications the case will con- 
clude before the week end.

Miss Agnes Laut Touches on Prob- 
lems of Country in Entertai'a- 
ing Lecture

lation among which to epread her na-

|series of facts presented by Miss 
Agnes Laut, lecturer and author be- 
are more than @ thousand people in 
McDougall Auditorium Tuesday 
night. She touched on the problems 
of our immigration, of our develop- 
iment of the working out of our great 
jindustries, of our excaange problem 
and it all came back to the fact that 
Wwe were not developing fast enough 
to supply the damands made upon us 
by the world to carry our war debt, or 
to carry the taxation which naturally 
devolved upon us following the great 
war. Waile each of the provinces 
were all working for themselves, 
while they were six different teams 
all pulling in six different directions, 
there was nothing accomplished, It 
was only when they work united and 
pulling together that they got any- 
thing. Experience can be either a 
headlight or a rear light was ono of 
Miss Laut’s epigrams, 

Miss Laut spoke before an im- 
mense auctence, in what was, as Dr. 
Tory, chairman of tae evening expres- 
sed it, a non-lecture loving city, She 
took as her subject, Canada at the 
Crossroads and {n so doing, she did 
not offer opinions, but presented a 
series of facts and figures, and left 
her audience to make their own opin- 
ion ag she said, Dr. Tory introduced

{And here was Canade literally bulg- 
ling with all of these sources of 
wealth, and with a huge war debt, 
which she has to pay, but unable to
